2 The Bevenue from all the old woiks, (those not constructed by spe- 
cial assignments within the last few years) being assessed os an integral sum, 
should he treated as Land Bevenue as in Northern India, and conscquentlv the 
portion attributed as due to Tank Iingation, should be treated in the same wav 
as increase of Land Bevenue due to Canals, that is to say, the whole amount 
should be credited m the Treasury accounts as Land Revenue, credit beiuo' 
taken m the Public Works Department m the administration reports, as a«- 
diiccl Irrigation Bevenue for the portion attnbuted to the tnnkc 

3 It is necessary, however, that some authoritative statement should 
he furnished to the Public WorlB Department, of the amount for nhich tho 
Irrigation Department may take credit administratively as indirect Bevenue, 
The Deputy Commisioncr of Ajmere should accordmgly submit to the Irn- 
gation Department yearh a memorandum of the revenue demand on the lake 
and t'>nk arers, dj-,nnguishing according to the ratios agreed on for each lake or 
tank, Tihat ponion is pure Land Beenue and nhat portion is Lake Ecveiiao 

4 The form of tins memorandum .and the dale on uhicli it is to be 
sabrn itcd. should be settled by the Dtputj Commissioner of Ajmere m com- 
mmiicanon with the Irrigation Dcpaitmcnt, and the necessary orders for its. 
B'lbim- ston will then bo issued in the Foreign Department.

I am directed to forward licroxiith copy of a Resolution of the Go- 
^c^lment of India in tlic Fmanoial Departmeut, No 2130, dated 2GtU July 
IS7o, from which it will be seen tliat it has been decided that the rcienuo due 
to the old tanks in Ajmere and Alhairwaiah should still continue to be 
•shown m tbe public accounts as a portion of the Land Rci enue with which it is, 
assessed, and that the only accounts of the Public tVorlvs Department in 
i Inch credit IS to be taken for that Revenue are tbcadministratiTc statements, 
lint that, in them, such credit is to be ccitamly taken In order to cany out 
this arrangement, and to admit of that Roieuac being authovitativUy iccoided. 
It IS necessarj that the Couiraissionct of Ajmere should obtain fj-om the propn 
Ilevcnuo Officer, and furnish an explicit Statement of ^hc Rerenue due to the 
tanks, and I am to ask that the form of such a Statement, and the date on 
which it v, to be submitted, may be sent up to tbe Government of India, m 
Mew to the necessary orders for its submission being issued inaiegular 
manner. 

2 For the new works however that have recentlv been consti acted, 
tbe oiders issued require that a water-rate should be levied, tbe amount being 
credited m the Treasury and Financial Accounts as Jii igahon, Revenue In 
order to admit of this being pioporly done, the credit should be raised in the 
Cml accounts to the remittance account of Pitblio TPorls Depariment, the 
latter Department bringing the amount to credit as Irrigation Revenue in its 
accounts The Commissioner of Ajmere, as well as the Compti-oIIcr General 
should be instructed to see that the Public Woiks Department recciies duo 
credit for the amount involved

4 It remains to he settled what action should he taken for theasscs- 
ment and reidiaatioB of water -1 ates from these new works, the nature of the 
control to be exercised over the distribution of water, and the manner in 
which the accounts of area irrigated, and so forth, are to be kept For this 
puijioseaSapenntenclontoflrrigabionhas been appointed for the older tanks, 
hut as regards the new works it has yet to be decided by what Agency the 
Revenue -should he 'collected, and the distribution of the water managed On 
this point the attention of the Government of India has been drawn to 
Paras 12 and 13 of Mr Crommolm’s Note dated 15th October 1874, lu 
which the pomt has been raised , but as it has not been definitely settled, I 
am to ask ihat tbe matter may receive your consideiation, and that the 
necessary proposals on the subject may be submitted for the orders of the 
Government of India at the earliest possible date The proposals should 
he accompanied with detailed Rules and forms to give effect to the puipose 
in view The Governments of the North Western Provmcosand Punjab 
will be asked to furnish you with a copy of the Rules in force in those Pro- 
vinces for the management of Iingation Revenue 

5 In order to prevent misconception, I am to add that, in t^io 
-estimates of Irrigation Revenue that have to he submitted as a portion of the 
budget and regular estimates, only the dtraci Revenue due to irrigation woiLs 
should be included, the portion of the revenue mcluded in the civil accounts 
as T. ;in<l Revenue being shown only as a memorandum at the foot of the esti- 
mate A report of the modifications necessaiy m the estimate of tho current 
-oificial year should he submitted at an early date

3 The reason for fixing the 1st July is that the Rail instalment

The system of Capital and Eevenue Accounts having been generally 
adopted for the Irrigation Works in India, the q^uestion -was raised -whether 
that arrangement should be applied in the case of the older Tanks in 
Ajmere and Mhairwarra, on ivhich much money has been, and is now being 
spent for restoration and repairs The Government of India, in reply to a 
reference made by the Governor General’s Agent, Kajpootana, on the subject, 
snid that the proposal seemed desirable, and requested that the subject 
might be investigated and the results reported to the Government of India 

2 A Committee • -was appointed to make this enquiry, and

3 The questions discussed in the Eeport may be considered under 
two heads — 
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J — Whether Coital Accounts should be opened for the older Tanka 
noiomdej repaiis* 

II — The mode m which the Capital and Revenue Accounts should ha 
kept for the great number of Tanks m Jjniere 


4 Under the first head the recommendation of the Committee k, 
that no Capital Account should be opened for these old iroiks, but that 
only a Eerenue Account should he kept. 

5 The re'sult would be that, in the Government Eetums, the cost 
of the works would not be shown , only the Eevenue charges and receipts 
•would be entered, and the ptoportioudf profit or loss could not be ascei- 
iained. 


6 The reason assigned by the Committee for not haMng a Capital 
Account for these old works is, first, tliat the real cost could not be ascer- 
tained, as the labor was eithoi unpaid or otbetwise abnormal , and next, that 
the works have paid themselves over and over again. They say that, all 
that IS known regarding the cost is, that from 1835-36 up to 184C-47, the 
outlay on the works was Es 6,17,563, and that tlu*S does not represent, for 
any useful or practical puipose, their real cost, while as regards the Keienue, 
its increase during the same period, and duo to these wdrks, was Es 9,59,005, 
giving a clear profit of over 150 per cent And from this they proceed to 
aigue that taking "the proportion of increased Eevenue, as shown by Coln- 
nel Dixon, for Mliairwarra and Ajmere at the rate of Es 300 per cent for 
the 11 years, we get for the 23 years, from 1847-48 to 1868-69, 600 per cent 

of profit on outlay, less the expendituio incurred on I'epairs dining that per- 
iod of Es, 3,66,614 , from this must be deducted remissions of Eevenue dur- 
ing the same period to the extent of Es 3,36,345 This leaves the net 
profit at Es 40,93,998, omitting annas and pies ’* This calculation is not 
(juite understood 

7 It is necessaiy, however, to analyze these two points more fully 

And first, as to the question of Capital outlay This must bo looked at from 
two aspects — 

1st —Does the outlay tlmt is known, really include all the expenditure 
that was incuiicd in the construction of the works ?

, and affordmg the ability for mamtaming 40,680 beegahs of cultivation 
e sown with Indian coin, cotton, barley, wheat or opium. Of these 
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ciabaakmcnts, the Dilwarra and Kahnjur were constructed many years ago, 
'hut thoyvrere not turned into account for agricultural pui poses until after 
the subjugation of the tiact in 1820-21, A third iaho, Surgong, is a 
natural leservoir, -which has been converted into piofttable use within the 
last few years There weie further seven embankments made or repaired bv 
Colonel Hall C. B The remainder is the growth of the last 12 yeais ” 
And it may be further seen from his description of the works, that in all but 
two or three cases, they were entirely new works, and not restorations of old 
works As respects Ajmere, he says at page 200 — “We have thus 112 
embankments spreading over the kalsa Lands The Beesla was built some 
ccntuiics ago bj Beesul Deo Chouhan, Raja of Ajmere , the Ana Sagur was 
constructed by his son Anajee , and the Bamsur Lake was raised by Rama 
DcoofDhar in Sumbiit 1850 The remainder is the giowth of the last 
few years." 

0 It seems fiom these quotations that, out of a total of 402 embank - 
ments, all excepting two in Mhaiiwarra and three in Ajmoie weie constructed 
fiom the Capital outlay now under consideration The Report of the Com- 
mittee gives 4Gl as the numboi of Tanks up to date, and the Capital expendi- 
ture recorded against them Rs 6,17 563-6-11 It IS quite certain that, ot 
those 461, all but a very few are entnety new works Those few can be ex- 
cluded and treated exceptionally, but the Capital above quoted can be legiti- 
mately charged to all the rest 

10, As to the second aspect, whether that Capital outlay w as in any 
way illusoi-y, the cost no doubt was extremely small Stone-work set in lime 
appears to have been constructed at fiom Rs 2^ to Rs 5 pci 100 cubic feet. 
The mateiials were evidently obtained gratis , and the labour rates were very 
low Analysis of the rates show that the work would now cost five or six 
times as much as in those days There is no reason why, with the knowledge 
that IS extant, the faots of the actual Capital expenditure should be suppress- 
ed, instead of being recorded, with an explanation of the modification or 
correction of it which should be made to show what the works would now 
have cost 

11 "With rofotenco to Revenue, Colonel DixouU account shows that 
he came to !Mhaiiwarra wuth a population of 39,648^ persons and an Annual 
ilevenuB of Rs 81,680, that Re spent Rs 5,06,726 oq Tanks and m 12 years 
the population had increased to 100,282, and the Revenue to Rs 1,81,751. 
In a statement which he gives of the Provinces of Aj mere- Jley war and 
Marwai-lleywar he shows that during the eleven years ending wuth 1846-47, 
the total revenue was greater by Rs 6,41,234 than it would have been if it 
had lemainod stationary at the amount obtained in 1835-36, while the expen- 
diture upon irrigation had been only Rs 3,41,112 Colonel Dixon claims 
the whole increase of the revenue as due to his reservoirs , and it is not un- 
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reasonable for him to do so when ■writing a popular account But the state- 
ment nliicli has heea referred to shows of itself, indisputably, that the whole 
luciease of revenue cannot be properly asciibed to the ccpcnditurc on irriga- 
tion And a stricter investigation of the matter is necessary Even if the 
estimate of the Committee were taken, much too liberal as it seems to be, 
the works nould be held to have paid 600 pci cent in 23 years, or 27 3 per 
cent per annum, and if this be referred to a Capital outia}, of flic times the 
actual outlay, which ivould represent the cost of those works if they ncrc to 
he constructed now, those profits would come down to the rate of 5^ per cent, 
per annum. 


12 The state of the case then is, that the construction cost of all but 
a^erj few of tbc works is knonm, but requires qualification before conclu- 
sion can be arrived at from tbe facts Those few works must bo treated 
esceptioiially For the rest, owing to reasons aboie described, the expendi- 
ture recorded in our accounts though giving the true cost of the works at the 
time, must not he used as representing the cost at which such woiks could 
now be constiucted The sum at picscnt prices would, it moj bo assumed, 
hai e been fii e times as much And hence when the Committee show rongh- 
Iv a piofit of 37 3 pei cent , the piofit would now he only 5^ per cent 

13 The question of what this profit or revenue really is, has now to 
he discussed The chief point involved is the share of the proceeds collected 
under Land Ecvenue, that should he credited to these tanks In the first 
place, these collections are at the rate of Bs 5 per acre But if as Hr. 
Saunders saj-s, one sixth of the gioss produce, is the fair amount of the pure 
land revenue, and that one sixth is, according to lus valuation, in the present 
case, Rs 3-8 per acre, then the difference Es 1-8 is pure water-iate, wholly 
exclusive of land revenue, whether enhanced or not 

1 4 This IS one aspect of the case , but another and a more convenient 
one is the actual enhancement of the whole rate of collection The Com- 
mittee and all the old Bcpoits show that the revenue to Government from 
irrigated land may he taken at Ks 5 per acre , from land submerged hy water 
and afterwards cultivated at Es 2 per acre, and fiom land only cultivated 
hy natural moisture, Ee, 1 per acre 

15 Now, when a new tank is constructed the following results 
follow — 

1 — Land winch iras moie or less cultivated before is taken up and 
submerged by water, some of it pennanontly , peihaps half of 
it is culturable as the water recedes Here then there is a loss 
of Ee 1 an acre perhaps on the whole, and a gam of Es 3 an 
acre on the half m which case there is neither loss nor gam 
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- —A certim 'irea avIhcIi before was only culturablc from natural 
moisture becomes irrigated, and the Gorornment re^ enue rises 
fioin. Re I to Rs 6 per acre Hero is a clear gam of Rs 4 
per acic, less Ibe expenses of tnamtaming the tank 

3 Certam lands "viiiicb were nc%cr cultivated before arc brought im- 

dci cultivation. This is a clcai gam of Rs 5 per acie 

4 —Certam wells near the tank will become useless for cultivation, 

and others inaj be dug lower dow n than the direct iirigation 
from the tank will reach But from the absence of mention 
of this ca'sc in the rcpoits it is presumed that the extent of 
well-irrigated (Chain) lands is small 

IG The decision of the Committee is to claim the results only undei 
the =!Ccond head foi the tanks, treating the third head as paits of the second, 
or foregoing the claim of the total land revenue w here new land is brought 
unlcr cultuation This s icw^ would seem to be fan, and to allow a sufllcicnt 
margin for the action of the othci causes which co-operate with the construc- 
t’on of the tanks in bringing about the incicase of land revenue 

17 lu short, the facts to be determined m regard to each group of 
works arc — 

A. — The actual revenue drawn from the lands irrigated 

B — The estimated revenue that would have been drawn from tho 
same land without the tanks 

C — The difference or profit due to the works 

All depends upon the value of the figures entered m B Just in so far as 
assent IS obtained to these figures, will credit he given to the claim C To 
justify tho estimate of B, it will always he necessary to explain fully the 
grounds upon which it is based, and all that can bo done m the matter, at this 
stage, is to adopt some reasonable principle for the settlement of the question 
There docs seem sufficient evidence to show that, as a rule. Re 1 per acre has 
been for many years the average revenue for land depending upon the rain 
onlv, and that Rs 5 is the ordinary rate that land irrigated from reservoirs 
will pay So that as regards revenue, the works may fairly be credited 
at the rate of Rs 4 per acre 

18 On the whole, therefoie, the Government of India consider that 
the necessities of the case will be sufficiently provided for by the following 
arrangements — 

1st — ^That the aggregate capital expenditure of all but a few excepted 
works be set down at Rs. 6,17;5G3*6-11, being the amount 
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recorded in our accounts, plus any outlay subsequently incurred 
as properly debitable to Capital The outlay Tronld be arranged 
by groups or pergunnabs as proposed by the Gerremor General’s 
Agent, Eajpootana, but, inth rofereacs to tbs coliunn cost, 
exQibitmg the capital it should be shomi as explained m pai”i 
9 that the expenditure entered is the actual expeadit ure, but 
does not represent -vrhat’ it wouid now cost to construct the 
works 

2nd — ^That the revenue be taken as the entire difierence between the 
rates obtained from the lands irrigated by these worko, and t e 
unimgated rates Practically, it u ould seem that this is Ks 4 
an acre, on the land brought under imgation by the work«-j 
the average rate of lands dependent on ram being Ee 1, and 
of lands under a reservoir, Es 5 an acie And m accepting 
Es 4 per acre as the urigation revenue due to the works, aty 
remissions that may he made on account of failure of water- 
supply or other causes should be treated as deduction from the 
irrigation revenue to the extent of four-fifths of the lemissions- 

3rd — ^That the Eevenue expenses should, m addition to the chaiges 
meurred by the Public Works Department, include such ex- 
penses of collection of revenue m the Cnil Department as may 
be decided upon by the Commissioner. 

•atb — ^That considenng the circumstances above desenbed, no definite 
per-centage need be struck, of the proportion borne by the net 
revenue receipts to Capital outlay 

II — Tfic second head is the mode in which, the accounts of Capital ai d 
Hctenve shoidd he l.epl for the seaeral tanhs 

19 Pbe Committee recommend that this should he done hy pergun- 
nahs, and this seems a suitable arrangement It is understood by these 
arrangements that the number of Accounts will he three m number as 
follows — 


I — Beaivur Sub-Collectorate Circle 
n — Ajmere , „ g 

IIL— Todgurh „ „ 

20. By dividmg off the tanks into three groups or circles, it will pro- 
bably be found somewhat inconvenient to keep a separate Capital and Eeve- 
nue Account for the new works now under construction mlAjmere andMfaair- 
warrah These works would fall into one or other of the tliree groups, and 
to keep a separate account for these new works as distmguisUcd ftom the old 
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■would pcobably give trouble ■without any adequate results But <m this 
point the Government of India -would he glad to receive an expression ot 
opinion flora the Chief Comraissioner. 

2L By the rules m force the Capital outlay of the several uoiLs 
have to be classified in great detail undei certain specified heads To do so 
in the case of the old expenditure would probably be impracticable, while m 
the case of new outlay the comparative smallness of the outlay would justify 
less detail being given than is lequiied by the lules It would therefore seem 
desirable to limit the classification under two or moie heads such as masonry, 
and earth work , classifying other subsidiary works according as they may 
seem to belong to each, while in the case of the new outlay some similar 
detail might suffice But on this point also the Government of India would 
be glad to recen e an expression of opmion 

22 In Para XVII of the Committee’s Report, reference is made to 
the probability of the distinct 1 per cent cess for repaus of tanks being 
modified It should be stated in what direction modification is to be made 

23 In accordance with these ordeis the following measures should 
be taken to carry out the arrangements approved of — 

I — ^The tanks are to be grouped by Pergunnahs or Sub-Collectoratcs 

II — The Capital outlay of Rs 6,17,503-5-11 should be divided o8 to 
each Pergunnah or Sub Collcctoiate The expenditure on 
each tank will of course appear in the detailed accounts as a 
sub-head 

III — The Revenue of each Pergunnah should start from 1869 70, the 
previous Revenue outlay being ignored 

lY. — In like manner the Revenue receipts due to the works should 
start from 1869-70, the previous receipts being ignored 

V — No calculation for charges for interest need bo made, nor any 
percentage struck of the proportion borne by Revenue receipts 
to Capital outlay, 

VI —The receipts at the rate of Rs 4i per acre less remissions should 
continue to bo shown as land Revenue in the Ci\d Accounts 
M itliout being brought mto the Regular Public "Works Accounts, 
the entry of the loceipts being shown only in the Admimstra- 
tive Accounts of the Department 

YII,-— In like manner the expenses of collection should continue to bo 
shown in tho Civil Accounts ns Civil charges, the amount of 
such chaiges heing showu only in the Admmistrative Accounts 
of the Pubhc Works Depaitmont. 
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VIII —An accmate record should he kept of the area actually irrigated 
hr each of the imgation works m each Pergunaah, so as to 
admit of the receipts from inigation being determined 

IS — ^The amount of Irrigation Revenue to be credited to the works 
should be obtained from annual statements certified by the 
Deputy Commissioner and the Commissioner of the Province 

OanEa — Ordered, ihat this Resolution be communicated to the 
Gorernoi General’s Agent, Rajpootana, foi information and guidance, and to 
the Pmancial Department and Agncultural Department for infoimation 

Ordered also, that a copj' be forwarded to the Accountant General 
Public "Works Depaitment

AVith reference to yoac endorsement No 1933 S, dated 3rd July, 
calling for a report on Paras 2 0 and 21 of the Government of India Resolu- 
tion on the pieparation of a Capital and Revenue Account for Tanks in 
Ajmere, and for any other remarks I may n ish to offer — I have the honor 
to state that as I have in my lettei No 2531, dated 10th August 1874, to 
the Chief Commissioner, which will doubtless be communicated to you, enter- 
ed into this subject at length, therefore, in this Report I will confine myself 
to the points on which info* mation is called for 

2 I think an arrangement by which the proposal contained m 
P ira 20 should be sanctioned n onld be a good one ( vtde Paras 26, 27 and 
23 of my letter above q^uoted,) it is impossible to make every Tank in the 
Province pay, and yet it is most essentially necessary that no water should be 
allowed to flow out of the District, that can be made use of in it for cultiva- 
tion If the accounts of Tanks are kept as a u hole, the question propound 
ed in Para 21 settles itself, as there would be no necessity for keeping up 
such detailed accounts, when we only look to the general profit of the 
whole Irrigation of the Province, and not to each Tank, though if considered 
iiecessaiy a separate account might be kept for pucra masonry, or hitcha 
earthen Tanks, but I do not think there would be much advantage in such 
an annugemeut 

3 With reference to Para 22, the 1 pci cent cess for repairs, ceases with 
the new Settlement , the cess was only instituted by Colonel Dixon, to avoid 
the necessity of having to ask foe sanction for money whenever repairs had 
to he undertaken It uas really a deduction from the Water Revenne, and 
the use for it passed away, when it was credited to the Public Works Depart- 
ment and separate sanction bad to be obtained for money to repair Tanks 

4 In conclusion I would remark, that the Resolution appears in every 
aiay liberal, and likely to be veiy advantageous to the Province, the groups 
bemg framed conterminous with the Civil Tehscels, is a most convenient 
one for all parties the order No IV in Para 23 is not so liberal as the 
others, and I hops separate orders may be passsed on Para 25 of my letter 
aboNC quoted Order No VI in Para 23 will require amendment, if the 
Settlement Officer’s system of Water rate is sanctioned by the Poreign De. 
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partment, Ordei No VIII oiu be earned out annually in the large Tank'j 
only, and mil be unnecessary in the smaller tanks Order No, JX oan be 
easily earned out after the new Settlement is once in ivoiking order

2 For the older Tanlis in Ajmere rnl M’nlrwarrn, ccmlnct d pre- 
Moia to the formvtioa of a separate Irrigation Department iii t’.o ProMnee 
the Capital account will be aiiangcdmto three groups, i/r for f ho Detiw ur» 
Ajmere, and Todgbur Sub Collectorate Cuclcs rcspcctivelj The total Capi- 
til outlay on the Tanks in these tliiee Cuclcs, will be represented bj a sum 
oc Rs 6,17,503 5-11 This amount should be divided off to tho several 
groups, and the outlay on each Tank will bo shewn as a sub-bead of the group 
to which it appertains 

3 The Rcienue Accounts of these Tanks, will in like manner be 
shewn by gioups The entries in the Budget Estimate and actual accounts 
should be ananged accordingly The charges for Revenue of tlie Tanks m 
each Circle will commence from 1869-70, the preiious Re\ enuo charges as 
w ell as leceipts being ignoied. 

4 If it is considered desirable to do so, the charges for Revenue of the - 
Tanks m each group may be arranged, so as to shew distinotlj the Rerenue 
outlay on each class of Tanks to correspond w itU the classification of the Tanks 
made by the Settlement Officer in his recent revision of the Land and Water 
Revenue in Ajmere and Mhauwara, by that classification the Irrigation 
Revenue of each class of Tanks is placed on reooid, and if you considei it 
necessary, the outlay on maintenance may be shown accordin«»l\ 

3 The distmct assessment of Water Rate made in the recent Settle- 
ment on account of these Tanks, will admit of the exact Revenue due to the 
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vorks being credited to them in the Revenue Accounts. The question as to 
Mliethcr this Revenue should be brought into the JTinance A ccounts of the 
Department, or only into its Administrative Accounts, is now under consider- 
ation, and will be disposed of separately 

6 Por the new large works constructed since the formation of the Ir- 
rigation Department, 01 woiks commenced since 1868-69, such as Sheer, Jalea 
S Iliad and Rajosee Reservoirs, the Governor General in Council considers that 
it will be desirable to keep distinct Capital and Revenue Accounts, an J I am 
therefore to request that this may be done It is tine that it was previously 
suggested that the Capital and Revenue Accounts of these woiks, should be 
consideied as forming portion of the Capital and Revenue Account of the 
Circles in which the works may be situated, and that you have recommend- 
ed that this should be done , but as the outlay on these new works is about 
equal to what was spent on the older senes of works, as the Water Rates 
from them will, under the recent aiiangcments, be assessed distinctly, and as 
some portion of the ev.ponditare has been incurred from loan funds, it is 
neoessaiy that the financial results of the new woiks should be kept quite dis- 
tinct This may best be done by haling a distinct Capital and Revenue 
account for each 

7 With the modifications above ordered, the proposals contained in 
V our letter under acknowledgment are approved, and should be given effect to 
with the least possible delay The Accountant General Public Works De- 
partment will issue such subsidiary instructions as may be necessary to the 
Controller of Public Works Accounts

2 The two points on which the remarLs of this Department arc 
called for appear to be, 1st, whether any portion of the Well Revenue should 
be credited to tbe Tanks, when the wells are dependent on the Tanks for 
their «apply of Water 2nd, how far expenditure should be incurred on 
new Irrigation Works in Ajmere and ilhairwarra 

3 As regards the first the undersigned is to remark that if, as is 
gathered from the correspondence submitted, the Wells in question would 
he dry but for the Tanks, then the Well Revenue would have no existence 
without the latter, and consequently there appears to be no reason why the 
Tanks should not receive formal credit for a portion of the Revenue 

4 As regards the 2iid point, the undersigned is to state that nothing 
can he done until details from tbe Local Pubhe Works Department are 
received There wdlbe no difficulty about the provision of funds, if fairly 
remunerative schemes can be devised, and submitted for sanction, wath full 
particulars The question of what Establishment is necessary for tbe Survejs 
and preparation of designs, will be considered m the Public Works Depart- 
ment on a reference from the Local Admimstiation giving detailed pro- 
posals wita reference to former correspondence

2 llie question is an important one, and pertains to tiro separate 
Departnn-iiti of Goicinmcnt, and i\ ill possihlj require orders to he passed by 
both Deparlnicnts, nid \i'{ it is not com emciit to divide it The first pomt to 
heicportcd upon, is the I’linciple on iihieh, the orders of the Government of 
India in Fouign Hepa-tmeut, {contained in kttci No 377 R, para 4, dated 
28th October 1 871,) h iic been earned out, by the Settlement Officer, and this 
question, mu-t of course bo decided by the Dcpaitment issuing the oidcrs, 
M bile the 11.11 in ii Inch this Income is to bo bioiigbt to account, and the 
system on iiinc’i the accounts arc to bo kept, lull rcqiuio oidcis from tho 
l*ubbc "SVorks Department 

3 The Settlement Officer, in his letter No 151, dated 2ltb April reports 
at length on the si stem bo baa introduced, to carry out the orders of the 
Government of India above quoted, this scheme has bad the most earnest atten- 
tion of all concerned, and as reported in para 7 of Settlement Officer’s Icttei, 
it has only been accepted by me, after most cai nest deliberations, corrections, 
and discussions, and since then, it lias been considered by tho Committee 
whose Report accompanies, and is now declared, by all the Local Officers, both 
Ciiil and Public Works (Irrigational), to bo the best that can be devised 

4 Tho orders of Government on this subject resolve themselves into 
three parts — 

First — That an uniform Water Rato should be assessed on all lands 
irrigated from tanks 

Second — ^Tbat this Water Rate should be liable to decrease, or remis- 
sion, according as the supply fell below the maximum 

Third — That the Water Kate should be included in the Revenue, 
payable by Talabee lands, and that remissions should be given 
by a general abatement, on aU fields withm the Water supply 

1 
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5 The great difEcalty in canying out this order, ttos found to consist, 
in the vaiying capacity of the Tanks, the variety of the irater supply, and the 
uscsitvrasputtOjia the numerous tanks existing in the District, which 
quite precluded, the possihihty of assessing on an uniform Rate, and necessitat- 
ed a classification of Tanks, as described by Settlement Ofncerin para. 3 as 
follows — 

Class I —Tanks which when full, imgate both harvests 
„ II —Tanks irrigating Khurreef, (autumn crops,) when necessary j 
and Rubbcc (sprmg crops) once, or perhaps twice, but not fully 
„ IIL— Tanks imgatmg Elhurreef, and giving a sowing watering for 
the Rnbbee only 

„ IV —Tanks which water for Rubhee sowing, when irrigation has 
been unnecessary for the Khurreef crops 
„ T — Tanks not even liaving a sufficiency for Khurreef 

6 For each of these classes a separate TVater Rate has been fixed, ranging 
from Rs 4-G mthc 1st Class , to 10 annas mthe 5th Class ,as it is evident, 
that Tanks which give an insufficient watering to a rain crop, cannot bo, 
assessed at the same Rate, as tanks which fully irrigate both Harvests 

7. Having, with these Rates assessed the Water Revenue, which each 
Tillage was to pay, amountmg in the whole District to Es 55,433, the 
question arose, as to the system under which it should ho collected, and it is 
on this pomt, that while the spintof the Government orders has been adhered 
to, the letter has been departed from, in the larger and more important 
Tanks foimmg the first doss 

8 In the smaller Tanks, forming the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, and 6th classes, it 
seemed undesirable to test every year the area irrigated, nor did it seem 
necessity to do so, since even a moderate shower will fill them, and the smaller 
ones arc of use, as much for the Rubhee crop grown in the bed, as for the 
Khureef crop giown below the dam In these Tanks therefore, though the 
Rates vaty, the system of .Assessment is that laid down by Government, the 
Water Rate IS shown separately for each village, and each holding, though 
included in the Khewut, (or piper showing the distribution of the demand ) 
When tlierofore any tank fids to supply the assistance which it is expected 
ta give, ncconling to its class, (for instance if a Fourth Class tank gives no 
water for the Rabbeo sowings,) it will ho easy for the Deputy Commissioner, 
to fix the proportionate remission to he guen, though cicn then it will often 
be dc«t.rabk for the nlligors to he allowed, to determine lio.v such relief 
slnll be apportioned 

9 The Tanks belonging to class I, and several Tanks in Ajmcrc riUmii 
under classes II, and HI, hue been nssf^sed on a different principle and is 
the Wa'cr Revenue of these tanks amounts to Rs 37,097, out of Rs 55,432, 
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they arc by far the more important diMSion In tho villages 'watered by tbeso 
TanlvS numbering GO, in. Ajnioro, 43, in Boawur, and 3, mTodgurh, tlio Water 
llcvonuo has been assessed in a lump sum, and has been excluded from the 
Khcwufc altogether, Tho sum. has been fixed, uith rcfcicncc to tho irriga* 
lioual capabiUtics of the tanl:, as it at present exists It 'will have, hon over, to 
bo distributed annually , on tho actual irrigated area, as it is intended to collect 
this standard sum every year, unless tho water cntiroly fads at any time. 

10 Besides this standard sum, we have also been obliged to fix a maxi* 
mum, and miiutiium Bate, per aero, within which the Assessment shall fall, or 
rise, according to the extension, or reduction of irrigation, this is necessitated 
by the chance of the irrigated aica being atnny time, so small, (without a 
f iilure 111 tho water suppU ) as to raise the Rato so high, os to bo nnromunerativo 
to the Cultiiator, m which ease only the maximum Hate, which the Settlement 
0 nicer has now fixed, w ill be collected, and tho Standard sum will ho departed 
from Tho same will happen, when irrigation increases so much, ns to cause 
the inimnnim Rale to be collected, (winch mimmuin has also been fixed by the 
SeUlcmcnt Ofilccr, at a rate w’hich we know can be paid, men in the worst 
j ears ) on occasions when bj extension of the irrigated area, the Rato w ould fall 
balow the minunum , the whole irrigated area will bo assessed at this Rate, and 
the collcv-lions may thou bo in excess of tho Standard sum. 

11 Hence, it will bo seen that tho Standard sum will be collected m 
all ordinarj j cars, when there is anj total failure ot Water Supply, tho Deputy 
Commissioner will, as m tho smaller tanks, guc a general reduction, but in 
tbeso Larger tanks, except in years that arc quite exceptional, no such relief 
w ill be requisite in other } cars, the margins fixed of maximum, and minimum 
Rates, w ill amply suffice for fluctuations of season The mam objection to this 
sj stem, IS the necessity which arises to examine, and ascertain annually the 
fields, which ate irrigated 

12 Various plans have been mooted, by wliicli a failure, or partial failure 
of tho water supply, could ho ascertained, without the necessity of having 
recourse to such annual inspection It was proposed to contour the tanks 
and fix guagos, the whole or a portion of tho Water Revenue "being levied, 
according to-tho height of the watei on the guago, at tho close of tho rams , 
but the Eugineers considered this almost impracticable, and the task of con* 
touring would clearly bo one of Ueroulcan laboi It was proposed to fix 
Zones of rainfall, and to assess tho tanks in proportion, as tho rainfall within 
that zone, was up to, or below the average This however was impracticable, 
for the rainfdU depending as it does, now on one monsoon, and now on the 
other, IS so precarious, and partial, that no zones could he formed, that would 
be of any use for a series of yeavs Besides this the filling of the tanks depends 
not so much on the amount of raia(aU measured, as on a continuous, and heavy 
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down poor within a limited space of time ; and the utility of tanks for irriga- 
tion m the Euhhee, depends on the time of yeai, in winch this dowm-pour 
occurs There really seems to be no alternative, except j early to examine the 
irrigated area 

13 Having found it necessary, to make this annual inspection, it was 
clearly, an advantage to forego the principle of a general abatement, for the 
fields nearest the embankment, and sluices, always get the water first, and in 
years of drought absorb it all, and thus a general abatement is inequitable, so 
far as it takes some portion of "Water llciemie, from people who rcconcno 
water, and takes less fiom those, who haic specially benefitted at the time 
when they could well afford to pay more for its use It was therefore deter- 
mmed to exclude the Water Bevenne fiom the IChcwut, and to collect the 
assessed Revenue from those fields only, which received water in each year 

14 The advantages of this maximum and mmimum system appear 
to he. 


Isf — Those only who get Water pay for it 

2nd — When Water is scarce, and consequently valuable, they pay 
more, than when it is plenbful, and consequently cbe^p 
Si d — ^The Headmen, and Zemindars, have an incentive tu ccuncibizc 
the Water, and to spread it over a larger aica, for within lie 
minimum, and that is in all ordinary yeais, the more they ini' 
gate tUe less will he the Rate per acre 

15 The Standard or Lump sura, fixed lij the Settlement Officer, and 
announced to the Villagers, is consequently a sorb ot Hem, fixed on the prcsi'nb 
condibon of irrigation , on one side, it is protected by a maximum, preventing 
the people from over-assessment , on the othei side, it is so arranged that any 
large extension of Irrigation, shall bring m an incicasc to the Go\ emment 
Insomuch, as this system entails an annual enquiry into the area irrigated, I 
am aware, that it does not strictly carry out the oideis of Government, but it 
seems to me, and has appeared so, to all the Local Officers, both Civil, and 
Imgational, to he the most practicable means, of obtaining an equitable 
assessment 

16 In the tanks to winch this system of Assessment is apphed, the 
water will not he aUowed to he run off, as is too often done in the smallar 
tanks, to enable the hod to be cultivated with Eubbee crops conse- 
quently no assessment has been fixed on the bed of these tanks, hut if m anv 
year the tank, is so drained of its contents, that the bed is exposed in time 
for cultivation, it is proposed to assess such cultivation , in this way it is hopeA 
that even in years when water is scarce, the Standard sum will seldom he de- 
parted from, as in such years the loss of Water Revenue for direct advantages, 
will be compensated for, by the gam accruing from this source. 
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17 The mtroductioti of this sjstom, ■will require some e\lra supervision, 
and control, and it will I fear, necessitate tlio appointment of an Officer as 
Superintendent of Irrigation, at least for the first few j cars, to natch the 
proper working of the collections, and to siiporintcnd tbo annual inspection 
of the fields, and distribution of tlic water Without such an Officer, t fear 
tint the Revenue nny siiftor, and as ho can he useful in other ways, I 
consider such an appomlmciit should he sanctioned, hut this subject will be 
alluded to further on, in considering the Committee’s Report 

18 Haling arrived at the conclusion that this proposed system, should 
ho recommended to Government for acceptance, I thought it advisable to 
convene, a Committee of Local Ofilcers, Civil, and Irrigational, to consider 
certain ■subjects u Inch arc recorded in this Office Proceeding dated 16th May 
1874, and I now propose to report the rccommondatioiis arrived at by that 
Committee for the orders of Government 

19 In the first place, the Irngitional Officers doubted the applicability 
of the sj stem of A<ssc3smont proposed to be introduced, to any future new 
works, which might be evccuted during tho teim of the Settlement, as viell 
as to repaired, or restored works, (eide Superintendent of Works' letter 
2*0 12G0, dated 8th ^laj 1874,) secondly , there was groat doubt, how profit 
caald he shown to arise from works, the construction of which, though highly 
desirable as they might he, gi\ c no means of direct Irrigation, (vide Superin- 
tendent of Works' letter No 12G I dated Sth May 1874,) thirdly the means 
of bringing to account, all profits arising from Irrigation w’orks, directly or 
indirectly, had to be considered, as for some time there had been an impression 
abroad, that such works had not been profitable 

20 These were tho three mam points, that the Committee were asked 
to consider, and they unanimously decided, as will be seen firom their Report 
accompanying this letter, that the proposed system of Assessment, was the best 
that could be devised, that it can be easily adapted, and extended to new 
works, or to such extensions as enable tho tank to irrigate fresh areas, that for 
repairs, or for re-coastructions, no increased Revenue is claitnahle, or should he 
expected, as without such repairs, or re-constructions, the existmg Revenue 
would he lost r^aras 2, 4, 5, G, ^ 7, of Gommittee’t Report ) 

21. On the second point this District, being on the Water-shed of 
this part of India, on a high table land, and rocky withal, where Spnngs 
scarcely exist, it was generally admitted, that Wdls could not as a rule, be pro- 
fitably sunk, unless some means was resorted to, for the artificial storage of 
water, at a higher level than the well, it was therefore considered fair, that a 
certain portion of tho increased Revenue, derivable from wells, should he cre- 
dited to such Irrigations Works, which as a matter of fact, almost invanably 
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So feed tlie wells, of tlus District, bat few wells existing anywhere, but in eotno 
drainage channel, which either run into, or away from some Tank, and which 
are accordingly affected m a matenal degree by such Iforks. 

22 The Comnuttee therefore proposed, to make a book-transfer, of a 
certain proportion of the Deveane denvahle from TVells, to Tanks, and other 
Imgational works; after deductmg J the Revenue derivable from all wells, in 
the Distnet, to compensate for such "Wdls, as are in no way assisted by such 
artificial causes ; the balance of the Revenue, the Committee propose to divide 
as follows —Dcdnct Rs 1*4-6 from the average Rate levied on weUs, for the 
advantages of Land, and Manure, this is pure Land Revenue, the balance 
Rs 3-8 IS the demand caused by the extra productiveness of the land, owing 
to the presence of water , of this sum, the Comnuttee proposes to credit half 
to Imgational TTorks 

23 To this proposal, tie Deputy Ccirmiesicneralcne, cf the Ccroinitjc 
objected, and his Dissent, will be found recorded, amongst the printed papere 
accompanying He admits, that Wells are greatly henefitted bj Tanks, and ins 
oartam oases, (Amner for instance,) existing wells, would be useless, intUout the 
tanla, the prmcipal objections. Major Repton tn^es, to the Committee's re- 
cammendation are, that it is a novel proposal, and, that it is impossible toguage 
the advantage obtained by Wells from the construction of Embankments in 
the force of both these aiguments I agree, but m tlie first place the transfer of. 
funds is simply one of account, and secondly we fully beheve, that we have un- 
der, rather than over-estimated, the advantages denved by -nells, from these 
embankments Accordingly I do not fbmk, that any complications need arise 
from acceptmg the recommendation of the majority of the Committee, while 
it is clearly equitable, that a proportionate share m all substantial profits, 
arising from such works, should be credited to them 

24 Onthethird pomt the proposals, of the Committee, have been some- 
what set aside, and over-ruled, by the subsequent orders of the Government o 
India, Department of Pubhe Works, in their Proceedmg’s Ko 148, dated 29th 
May of this year, passed on the Report of a Committee held m Ajmere in July 
18T2, these orders appear to have disposed of some of the points we were 
ogam considermg m Committee, only seven days before the abovcLaentionCd 

orders were passed, hutit may he profitable to setoutfor the further, and final 
decision of the Government of India, the arguments, uhich the new Committee 
considered and the recommendation arrived at thereon 

23 The Committee find (vide para 13) that a net gam of nearly lOJ 
lacs, has been obtained from existing Tanks, after deductmg every tbm-, that 

could by any fairness he charged against these works, which are admitted by 

Government rporn IS o/ Proceed, ny, JPuMic 7ForUj)eparlmcnl, 29 a Moy 
18, J), to have cost less than 6^ lacs for initial construction, the future Income 
is estimated from them at f of a lac 
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The Committee consider, tinder these circumstances, that Interest on the 

lacs tThich GoTcmment has gamed, should, he set aside to keep these 
'\t’'orks in thorough repair. 

They also consider, that as the Trofit has been proved to be so remunera- 
tive on the whole, and that as the Tanks are now taken over by Government 
without any actual cost, and with an annual incotne of I- of a lac, that sum 
should now be Capitalized, and a Grant equal to such capitalized amount, 
should be made over to this District, for further extension of Irrigational 
Works, iiz 15 lacs, which, there is every reason to beheve, could be profitably 
laid out 

2G Whether the Government will be prepared to accept this recom- 
mendation or not, I am not sure, as probably it will look on reasons for State 
expenditure, from a broader point of view, than a mere question of profit in 
one particular Department , but our atm, and object, will have been obtamed, 
if Government consents, to continue lapng out a fair sum of money annually, 
on Irrigational Works in this thirsty land , and will not, as at present, consider 
whether each work proposed, will bring in the profit of 6 per cent, but look 
on them as a whole, and as a senes of works, for a number of years, spread 
over the entire area of the District 

27 The real object, we believe Govemment to have m view, is not a 
mercantile speculation on each work , but rather the political advantages, 
as Well as the welfare, and happiness, of their Subjects, an Insurance agamst 
famine, and an mducement to the Potentates of the neighbouring States, to 
follow our example . if we are right lu this view, I would urge most strongly, 
that each Work proposed to be constructed, should not, (as at present,) be con- 
sidered by itself on its own merits, but be considered as part of a whole and 
great scheme for the complete Irrigation of this Distnct , in some places, rock 
IS found near the surface, or natural rooks close in, and give a convenient and 
cheap storage forwater , in other places, these advantages do not exist, but 
Water is there, quite as necessaiy for the cultivation of the fields, and for 
supportmg an increasing Population from the horrors and ravages of future 
famines , while therefore, a drop of water is allowed to leave this and District, 
through its varied, and numerous dramage lines, which could possibly he 
turned to account, for purposes of Irngation, we cannot consider that our work 
lias been done, or the success of our aim, and object ensured 

28 The general complaint is the paucity of Officers, I admit, and not 
the want of money, for the slow extension of Irrigation in this District, which I 
have more than once officiallv reported upon , and only lately there was a talk 
of abolishing tbo Irrigation Division, as if there was nothing more to be done, 
in the Distr.ct, when works, on at least two Streams, of '^ome magnitude. 
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the S 7 wrce, and D/wiJrWm, hare not c^on boon Inspected, or Survpjcd,. 
though for more than two years, I Iia\o been pressing the importance of these 
works on the Puhhc Works Officers, hitherto nithout any success, I regret to 
say and any year, may sco us with a famine on us, and wcshall then ho hut 
little more prepared to moot it, than when the last famine overtook this 
unfortunate District No part of India, is so liable to famine as tins, and 
in no place is Irrigation, so much needed and innumoraWe spots exist, m 
which perhaps 200 more tanks, big and small, could ho constructed, hcside 
the aniouts and dams on the Nullahs, before we should ho in a position to 
rest satisfied with our labors. I, therefore, take thisopportunitj again, of 
urging most strongly, the urgent neccositics of tho District, placed under 
my charge, for more Irrigation Officers, for larger grants of money, and for a 
broader new of considermg the profits, which arc derived from such works 

- 29 With this Report, we have printed a very valuable Memo by Mr. 
Cnloheth, Executne Engineer in the Irrigation Department, which shows 
that Officer to take a very lively interest in the ncbcssitics of the people, and 
the irrigational requirements of this District, and the Committee liavo ac- 
cepted as the foundation of their Report many of the arguments advanced by 
that Officer, the only point that the Committee have not asceptod is the 
necessity (vide para, 3 of Qommitiee's Report) urged by the Irrigational 
Officers, for a separate estabbsliment, under the Pubhe Works to distribute 
tbe water, from the large tanks under construction , and the majority of fh® 
Committee, consider that the Superintendent of Irrigation proposed by Settle* 
meat Officer (t« paras 18 — 20 of his letter) could casilj combmo such work, 
with the annual attestation of the areas irngatcd by the larger tanks 

30 The Committee fully agree with the necessity for the appointment 
of such an Official, whose local inquiries in such important Revenue matters, 
could be trusted, and rebed upon, and w’ho should be able to visit each of the 
tanks, which have been assessed on the Standard sum system, during the 
growth of the crops As the list of fields irrigated, must he prepared, the Com- 
mittee consider that the Putwanee, or Village Accountant, w'ould not be suffici- 
ently supervised, if this work was made a part of the regular duties of the Tehsil- 
dar, or Oanoongoe, as it wnuld soon come to be prepared m a perfunctory, and 
incomplete form, and eventually a greater loss of Revenue to Government 
would accrue, than by the payment of the salary of such an Officer as is here 
contemplated, drawing not less than Rs ISO per mensem, and travelling 
allowances with an Establishment of Rs 30 per mensem, (for aMohnrir, 
on Rs 20, and two Chupprassies on Es 5 each,) and they therefore recommend 
sanction being given, to such an appointment 

31. I would also propose, to utilize this Official, in repairing, and keep- 
ing m repair, all the tanks, which are now repaired by the Oivil Officers, and 
jrequire no professional advice, or assistance, but I would not propose to make

32 It only romains for me, now to sum up the proposals hero made, and 
to state my rcconiiiiondatious lor the ordeis of Govcnimcnt 

In the fust place, I iccommond, that the aiTaiigenicnt proposed by Mr 
La Touche, Settlement Officoi foi t'lc Ici of Water Hate, bo sanctioned for 
the term of this Scttleinont, subject to such modifications, as may bo found 
necessary by c^pcucnce at the cndofthcpicsont Settlement 

Sccondlj , that an Official to be called the Supciiiitcndent of Irrigation, 
with an Establishment as abovouientioncd, be sanctioned for this District 

Thirdly, that the profits of Tirigation be leckoncd, as proposed by the 
Committee, to include a certain poi tioii of the Well Date , ns well as the Water 
Kate, leiiod on aieas inigalcdby Tanks 

And foiiithly, that cailj measures, for the moic rapid extension of Irri- 
gation, in this District (iiicspcctnc of actual profit on each woik,) betaken, so 
as to protect Cl crj available acre of cultivation in the future, from the lavages 
of the fearful famines, that have so ficquentlj' devastated this District, which 
is one so peculiarly situated on Highlands forming the Water-shed of India, 
without natural Spiings of its own 

33 In conclusion, I would bring to the notice of Government, the re- 
markable intclhgenco, earnest caie, anl great foiesiglit, brought to bear on this 
subject, as well as upon all othei matteis connected with his work, by 
Mr La Touche, not only because ho has materially assisted, m putting tins 
matter clearly before the Goi ornnient, but also because after much difficulty 
he has brought the whole subject, to what I trust may be considered a featis- 
Ihclory and practical conclusion, elicited from many contiaiy, and opposing 
theories, and opinions, and I uould also heic wish to notice generally, the 
very hearty assistance, and contmuousco-opeiation afforded to us, by the Offi- 
cers, bath Civil and Iirigational, foiming the Distiict Committee whose report 
accompames

the tanks the gieater part of tho population of tho Distnct would be a 
migratory one cultivating m years of good rains and emigrating to Oodeypoor 
and klalwa m years of scarcity Situated as Ajincrc is m the heart of Native 
States, tho necessity of making the District a model of administration to the 
Kajpnt Chiefs, was early recognued bv tlie Government of India, and by the 
Court of Directors, and though our cffoits to this end may not have been 
uniformly successful, still tboie is no doubt among all who know the Di^tiict, 
that the best and most obvious way to ensure prospeiity end lendei the people

18 To sum up, we believe, that the sj stem of Water Eevenue Assess- 
ment proposed by tho Settlement Ofneer, is tho most practicable which can 
he devised hoth for new tanks and for extensions of existing tanks A mtyor- 
ity of the Committee is opposed to the foimation of a separate cstablislunent 
under the Department of Public Works, for the distiihution of water and 
collection of the Kovenue of any tanks Such distribution and collection, 
wo consider can be best effected through the Deputy Commissioner Tho 
tanks had paid for themselves before Colonel Dixon’s Settlement, and during 
the currency of last Settlement, there has been a net gam of over 10 lacs duo 
to the existence of the tanks. Por the future, tho annual profits of the tanks 
may he assumed to he Es 75,000, and m this is not mcludcd the value of the 
tanks, as an n^nrance agamst funune which must be considered a large annual

12 The khureef harvest can ilwaj- pra< ticailv get as much aiatcr as it 
wants, and if tho rains arc faaourabk* hardl> requires aiiv irrigation at all 
The tank, howeior is there, to insure pcrfociion in the ciop, and if the crop is 
hroucht to perfection, it slioiild paj irrigaltil rates whether only one or even 
no watering is actinlh t iken A crop of maire or cotton if brought to per- 
fection IS no less aahnblc to the cultivator than a crop of barley, and should 
]»ay at least the minimum rate I<i acirs of heavy rain, Iiowovci, the maize 
in this District, for the tmk 1 nuls aic alwavs low , is drowned It is ploughed

14 If there were no land giving two crops it would he easy to find 
the iriigated area, but there is alvvajsa good deal of such land . under the 
large tanln. It is generally manured, though sometimes the people continue 
for a time to take two crops off unmanurod land This is tho cause of the 
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eslmustion of the soil in Gohana, Surliena and other villages Land giving 
two crops, I would charge at 1^ water rate. 

15 To tahe again the concrete instance of Dilwara Here there were 
measured 43 acres of manured land and 100 of dofvsh In most villages the 
manured and dofiislt areas are more nearly coincident, and the dofush area is 
so large in Dilwara, owing to the fact, that in the pievious year the tank had 
not filled and nearly all the Talahee vas Ivmg fallow Supposing then that 
the rams were not too heavy to destroy the maize, and that the Kuhbee got 
full Mater, i e , that theie was water m the tank hy the 15th Pehruary, the 
calculation would he as follow s — 

JIaize and Cotton 100 Acres at Es 3-12-0, Rs 375 to be paid hy those 
who got water with the khureef Instalment 

Euhhec crops 244 Acres, of which 100 acres dofush would pay half- 
rate=194 Acres, on this area the assessed water Eei enue is Es 693 (deduct- 
ing 375 already paid) from 10G8 

The incidence falls below Es 3-12-0 the whole would therefore be charged 
at Es 3-12-0, and would pay Es 737-8-0, being an increase on the assessed 
water Eevenue of Es 37-8-0 for that year 

16 The land submerged in the tanks h.as been left nnassessed, but a 
clause has been inserted in the engagement, providing, that it shall be optional 
to the Deputy Commissioner to levy Eeiouue at a lived rate of Es 1-14-0 an 
acre on land which sliall haie emerged and become cultivated in any year in 
which any remission is allowed from the assessed water Eevenue 

17 In Ajinere there are only 5 tanks excluding the AnaSagur, 
which irrigate both haivests They are Eamsur, Xoaran, Eata Ehera 
Dubrela, Srinuggur Xone of the other tanks irncrate the Eubbee , some 
give one watering I have assessed them neatly all, however, on the Dilwara 
principle, and a list of them with the rates is given m my Xo 153 of this 
date In these tanks an irrigated acre shall mean an acre on which the 
khureef crop is brought to perfection ; if the maize is drowned by heavy rams, 
one-half the water Revenue should be remitted, for in sncli a case Eubbee is 
always sown, and as the watei has not been used there will be water in the 
tanks. In a few cases it may be necessary to count the watermgs for the 
Eubbee, and this the Deputy Commissioner will easily discover in practice 

18 The Headmen and Putwaiees must bemtrusted m the first instance, 
witli the preparation of the list of irrigated fields, but to work tlic scheme at 
all satisfactorily, very careful and intelligent supervision is required. Each 
Putwarce should prepare yearly a tracing of the villago map, showing the 
nrigated fields in colours, and this could bo tested by the Distnct Officers on 
then cold weather tours I have long felt, however, that the great want of 
this District, IS of some Officer upon whose local inquiries in Revenue matters

lie {-hould bo of tbo grade of .i Tobsihlai or of a Deputy Collector If tlie 
duties of Manager of the IVirds Estates arc added, I believe, au officer of the

dar of Tod"urh, who has done excellent work, I can safely say tliat RamnatU 
IS the best Superintendent I have He is of very actn o habits and has gamed

money nhich has boon expended in this Settlement mil have been expended 
to no purpose
